Executive Order No, 1323

WHEREAS, his steadfast pursuit of equality cost him his life, as he was assassinated in the 
driveway of his home; and 

\Y HEREAS, 2013 marks 50 years since Medgar Evers' tragic death: and

Institute; and 

WHEREAS, the Medgar and Myrlie Evers Institute has marked June 12, 2013. as an 
International Day of Remembrance and will coordinate commemorative events to honor the life 
and legacy of Medgar Wiley Evers; and 

WHEREAS, it is lining for Mississippians to unite in paying tribute to Medgar Wiley Evers, his 
life's work, and his positive influence on our State: 

NOW, I HEREFORE, I, Phil Bryant, Governor of the Stale ol Mississippi, do hereby proclaim
